TWO GOOD ONES PICKED UP BY TKE 

TRAVELER IN JOHNSON COUNTY. 

How the Her. Dftd Heitor Wm Chturri by 

Lightning nml Drat the Flult^ to the 

Ground—Itomantlc Story of the White 

ltrhlgM Over Blaek Water. 

Black Water, Scaly Hark, Rig and IMar 
creek* aro tho wutcr courses of till* conn y. 
writes a correspondent of the Now York 
Sun from Johiison county, Mo. There 
was a tirno when ghouls, guigon*, horrors 
Hid hair raising fociawfuniH had their 
haunts along theso streams. Even today 
one comes unawares upon gravestones In 
unfrequented places, but tho names and 
•pltaphs are worn away. 

There is not much doubt that this sec¬ 
tion was tho starting place of many of tho 
stories which drifted and drifted until 
their identity was lost. The first white 
comers to this country were from Vir¬ 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and the Caro¬ 
lina*. Tho first towns of tho county aro 
gone. You moot occasionally a man or 
woman whose grandparents knew of Co¬ 
lumbus and Rose Hill and Beards and 
Brookstown. But these towns closed up 
years before the war. 

The settlers were deeply religious from 
their viewpoint. High Blue was tho camp 
meeting spot where tho people met annu¬ 
ally nml worshiped until their fervor was 
exhausted und tho absolute necessities of 
their various homes called them back. 

It was at one of these camp meetings 
that the Rev. Mr. Helter told his light¬ 
ning experience, and tho story passed 
down from one generation to another. 
One day tho writer was riding over what 
is still known in Johnson oounty os tho 
Oltl Hhnwneo trace—an old road. Tho 
other man pointed to a church spire. 

“They had hard work to build that 
church, though," said tho Missourian, 
whose existence had been confined to ono 
county. “For a long time people who 
lived about here turned up tholr noses 
when preachers hitched aud alighted. It 
was all on account of old Dad Helter. 
That yarn of his at High Blue made skep¬ 
tics and lots of infidels. In them days, so 
I’ve beam, proachera had to do other 
things than preach. Somo plowed, and 
somo was builders, and occasionally, when 
they wasn’t fit for anything else, they 
kopt school whon they could find enough 
young ones to make a school. Dad Helter 
was a chlmlcy builder,Tiuilt chlmleys to 
houses. Chlmleys In them days was built 
outside of tho house, and was of stone and 
soiuetimos of wood, in which case It had 
to bo plnsterod inside with mud, so the 
ohimley wouldn’t catch flro. They had to 
use scaffolds In building the chlmleys, 
and the scaffold was put up on long poles 
higher than the chimley. 

“Dad was preaching at one of the High 
Blue meetings when a thunderstorm came 
up, and most of the congregation wanted 
to leave and crowd into thoir wagons or 
cabins. But Dad<Helter hadn’t finished, 
and be called to the people to show their 
faith by staying? He said if they would 
ask tho Almighty to hold back the rain 
until the sermon was over he would do It. 

“Then ho told of his experience with 
tho lightning. He was building a chimley 
and was at the scaffold when a storm came 
up. Ho told how the lightning flashed 
and how tho winds bent trees. Ha had the 
chimley all but finished, and he asked the 
Lord to tarry the storm until ho got 
through. But tho Lord was not inolined, 
and just then Dad saw a streak of light¬ 
ning making for him, and he knew be 


had'displeased the I*ord In asking too 
much, tfo fco flung down his trowel a id 
ketch in ono of the scaffold polos With h is 
bands he (locked his foot on the polo aud 
► lid down without pulling on any brakes, 
und tho ihiniito ho struck tho gmund #u 
lightning which ho had soon coming Dl- 
luwcd, »w*l« aim* down t|ie |>olo right afer 
him. ijfttfe it down.'' ^ 

“Did tfccxiDgregntioa stay?” ^ 

“1’vohpaid pap say that his pap, who 
wa6 there right up iu front, lending the 
singing, Haiti that the congregation would 
’a’ staid Yuuso Dad Mas n power as r 
preacher as well as a chimley builder. Bit 
Dad hadn't moro’n got tho words 4bt 
when n streak-of lightning hit a bnrrc.of 
cider that!sot just back of tho stand wh*re 
Dad had been tearing round and split ho 
bnrrel to flinders and boiled up tho eWcr 
into steam. Then tho congregation left, 
nml the people said it was a sign and teat 
Dad wn» a wolf in sharp's clothing, und 
the meeting at High Bluo broko up, and 
somo of tho converts who Wns to have been 
baptized that day bnekslldfe^nd there was 
more hors* «u*<tllng that winter than over 
was known iu Johnson bounty." 

“W'lint Is tho connection between Mr. 
Helter'* lightning story and tho church 
which you pointed out?" 

“Nothing?, only Dud Heitor lived in tills 
neck of thu woods, and you know how long 
it takes toilamo a prejudice. ” 

There Ism white bridge over Black M a¬ 
ter, a sluggish stream, tho banks of which 
are high nml overgrown with willow, 
w)ilch giviw tho waters all the more dole¬ 
ful appearance. 

“This site," said one of iho Johnson 
couijtyltes, pointing to the bridge, “was 
tho only fonkon Black Water up to tho 
time of tMo breaking out of tho war. 
There v. as a man who lived ten miles back 
who had a daughter, and sho ran away 
with a young fellow who was not liked by 
her father. They had several miles ths 
start before the old man found out what 
was up, und ho galloped In pursuit. He 
came in sight of tho elopers right here just 
us Lochinvur spurred his )torso Into the 
water, whldh was high and swift. Tho 
youngsters novorgot across, and, although 
tho waters rundoVvn und scurclywux inado 
for many a day, tho bodlos were never 
found. 

“ For yearn oftcr the old man’s death ho 
used to bo seen dressed In white on his 
whlto horse und with a shotgun on his 
shoulder on this very site when the night 
wus tho blackest ami tho water was high¬ 
est. Tho ford was deserted, and people 
went out of their way to escapo it until 
everybody of that time died off and the 
now generation built this bridge. You 
sec it s white. Well, the story is that the 
county didn t paint it, nor yet any citizen. 
And some of the old women say it was 
painted by ttie ghost of the young woman 
who fled with Lochinvar, and that the 
ghosts keep tt painted white in her mem- 
ory.

Noah Wrbstrr Steal It, or DM the

his footsteps ll^st touch tho eastern shore

The jack rabbit 
will at least furnish the basis for a 
savory stew in case of need, tho buffalo 
was valued for its hide, the rattles of 
the ruttlosuako are worth preserving for 
curiosities, but there is yot to be dis¬ 
covered a method of utilizing any por¬ 
tion of tin? coyote from his snarling 
mouth to bis ragged tail—except as a 
fertilizer. The short grass country is 
his home, the high prairies where the 
gray, bairlike vegetation that is called 
pasture blends with the dirty coat of 
the vaudal. Through it ho sneaks and 
runs, uow a gaunt figure ou tbo horizon, 
now an ungainly shape near at bund. 
He is without acquaintance with any¬ 
thing tbut is alivo, usually solitury, al¬ 
ways with a criminal aspect, us if ho 
had just done something to bo ashamed 
of or was contemplating a deed of the 
sort at tho .earliest opportunity.

Since the immigration of tho wolves 
from the territory into tho farming and 
stock raising stutes to the north thero 
has been more than a desultory war¬ 
fare. The farmers have bunded together 
-ip protect tho flocks and herds mid 
have offered generous bounties for tlx 
sculps of tho creature*, a proceedJn#/ 
that ljn» rr*nltcd in the slaughter <1 
thousands. Yet tlio supply seems none 
tho Jess, und all tho shurpshootiug if- 
but a waste of powder aud balls. Year 
ufter year there aro reported from 1,200 
to l.fiOO sheep killed in Nebraska und 
Kansas by wolves, and the hundreds of 
dollars spent for bounties bavo produced 
little diminution of the plague. 

Sometimes the bounties ax not what 
they are purported to lie. The people <.l 
a western county found iimu that they 
were being taxod very heavily for I lie 
payment of this sort of expense ami 
that certain hunters were buying m u 
farms ontof the proceeds of their prow 
ess on tho plains. An examination fol¬ 
lowed, nud it was found that there was 
in existence an endless cliuin in com par 
isou with which the greenbacks ami 
gold reserve mako but a feeble showing 
At tho rear of tho county clerk’s office, 
where tho redeemed scalps were thrown, 
was a convenient opening in tlio wall, 
and through this the scalps were {failed 
in the night, to be presented at the 
counter in tho morning for another 
bounty of f 8 each. It was estimated thnt 
the county had paid forono set of scalp* 
not less thnn 12 times, aud the empti 
nesn of the treasury was explained. Tht 
saddest part of the happening was that 
the schemers saw the investigators a 
tho hole aud became bounty jumpers at 
once—jumping the county for sufet 
climes. 

Another curious circumstance wa 
noticed by the officers of two counti( 
adjoining in central Kansas. Tho offlen 
of one w’ere paying out money ever; 
dny for wolf scalps while tho othe rs sel* 
doin had any demands for tho reward 
Each of the hunters was compelled V 
swear that be hud killed tho wolf iusid: 
the boundaries of the county where tb 
scalp was presented, aud there was in 
reason for doubting the truth of tho tc.s 
tiiurny. But what could bo the reaso: 
of tlio disparity in the claims? Olo d;:. 
A settler’s son was questioned: 

“Where did you kill this wolf?’’ 

“Down near the edge of the ccuuly ' 

“Are coyotes very thick there?” 

“Well, rather, though not so thick i> 
they nre farther south.” 

“Over in the other county?” 

“Yes, thero aro more thero.” 

‘•‘But they do not kill any then 
Why is it?” * 

“Tho other county only pays $1 fn 
scalps and this pays f 2. Bo wo driv« 
them over tho line before we shoo 
them.” 

The county officers at once readjustee 
the scale of rewards.—*-Chicago Timet-

Dryden, Minister of Agriculture. Ou the 
Conservative side Dr. Willoughby, Dr. 
Meacham, Mr. Magwuod and St. John, of 
pork fame, have been vanquished.

Live Hogs vs. Dressed. 

The following is taken from the Walker- 
ton Telescope and will be of interest to 
those who have hogs for sale : A question 
much debated among the farmers at pre¬ 
sent, is whether it is more profitable to Boll 
their hogs by live weight or to kill and dress 
them before selling. An item in last week’s 
Herald says that Mr. R. Johnston of Brant, 
by killing hia own hogs made 91,09 on eaoh 
hog. The trnlh of this statement has been 
called in question, and here are 
few examples which would seem to show 
that it is more profitable to sell the bogs 
by live weight. John McLean had six hogs 
which weighed 1565 lbs, live weight. They 
were good ones and he was offered §4.60 
per cwt. for them. This would have net 
ted him §71.69. He declined the offer and 
killed them himself. When dreseed they 
weighed 1189 pounds. He sold the pork 
for 6c a lb., receiving §71.34, so that, had 
he sold them by live weight he would have 
been 65 cents ahead, besides saving the 
expense of killing. D. C. Wilson had foar 
hogs, whioh weighed, live weight, 550 lbs. 
He was offered and acocpted §4.60 per cwt. 
for them, amounting to §24.85. These 
hogs when dressed weighed 4o8 lbs, which 
would amount to $24.48, so that by selling 
live weight, Mr. Wilson was just 27 cents 
ahead. Richard Button had six hogs, 
weighing, live weight, 1075 lbs, He waef 
offered §48.82 for them. He decided to do 
his own butchering. These hogs, when 
dressed, weighed 836 pounds, and he re¬ 
ceived for his pork §50.16, or §1.34 more 
than he woald have received had be sold 
by live weight. Thai we see that ont of 
three examples, Sntton was the only one 
who made anything by doing his own 
butchering, and even he.only received 24 
cents a bog for his labor, As figures don’t 
lie, it would seem pretty evident that it 
pays farmers better to sell their hogs on 
foot than to kntohor them. '
